Everybody 


remembers the venturesome Lynn Mur- 
ray, son of Jos N. Murray, who moved 
away from hero a few years ago. 
It 


will be no sr.rprise to his old friends 
to hear that he is leading a party of 
gold hunters'into the frozen north. 


The following entertaining letter 


was written by Mr. Murray to the 
Grand Rapids (Mich.) Democrat. 
It 


is full of the spirit of alventure: 


Steamer Bristol, Five Days Out 


From Seattle, Saturday, Aug. 21, "I 
Guess."—Five in the party—Frank 
Batdorf, Frank Cross, Percy Snyder, 
A. B. Alger and yours truly. AH 
Grand Rapids men and equally divided 
on the whole. The boys who have the 
least strength have the most money 
and nerve. Arrived in Seattle last Mon- 
day and found could leave Friday for 
Victoria, B. G., and take a boat from 
there Saturday morning 
Bought most 


of outfit in Grand Rapids and balance 
in Seattle. 
Have an average of $1,500 


to each, ens dcg and one horse each. 
Oufit consists of two tents, two cooking 
outfits, many tools, axes, cross-cut saw, 
guns, ammunition, blankets, etc., gro- 
ceries that are calculated as sufficient 
for eighteen months, clothing, bedding, 
etc., adapted to Arctic weather. 


Perhaps it will interest you to know 


what the wearing apparel is. Well, I 
have on a oorduroy suit and cap and a 
pair of horaehide lace hunting boots; 
this is fot summer. For wet weather 
we use hip rubber boots, soled and 
heeled with leather and spiked (slicker) 
i e., oil canvas coacs and hats. For 
winter I have a fur cap that I can tarn 
down until there is only an opening for 
the eyes; thenjthere is a felt cap that 
will come over this and wrap around 
your neck, the reuglar "Norwegian 
hood." I have a canvas leather-lined 
coat, then a heavy canvas coat lined 
with sheepskin. I brought along an 
old heavy wool suit and have heavy 
canvas pants lined with wool. Then I 
have a complete snit of Mackinaw, coat 
and pants, about a half an inch thick, 
a couple of sweaters and about six 
pairs of gloves and mils of various 
kinds, some fnr lined, some heavy knit 
goods, a pair of felt boots with rubbers 
for same, a pair of lumberman's high 
rubbers, and eight pair of German 
lumberman's BOOKS, fully three-eighths 
of an inch thick, and buckskin moc- 
casins for dry snow work, a big cowboy 
hat ior summer, twelve yards of mcs 
qnito netting and the same of cheese 
cloth, medicines,sewing bags.sweaterp, 
etc , Morlin 38-55 rifle, Oolta' 38 navy 
revolver,^cartridges and reloading tools 
two pair of ten-pound, all-wool blank 
eta and sleeping .bag. Each man has 
nearly the same outfit. 
Expect to bny 


some kind of a far overcoat at Juneau, 
and 
we will pick np our snow Ehoes 


from the Indians. 


Part of onr general outfit is a good- 


sized seine and fishing tackle -for sal- 
mon and white fish. You would be in- 
terested to see the way in whioh the 
foud ia pat ap to give greatest qaanti 
ties for the least weight. 
They have 


saccharine, one-half pound of whioh is 
equal to fifty pounds of sugar. 
They 


have desiccated or condensed potatoes, 
fruits and meats ol all kinds. 
We laid 


in a supply of good old-fashioned things 
and then added some of these things as 
extras. The dogs were picked np along 
the road anywhere we coald get them, 
and at various prices, averaging about 
$5, and whether we will take them on 
through or not will depend on what 
feed or game we find. There are lots 
of horses which will give out and be 
killed, so probably we can cut one up 
and store the meat at Lake Bennett, 
and be able to keep the dogs all winter. 
Four dogs are big fellows, one a full- 
blooded Newfoundland, the others cross 
breed* and one is a little full-blooded 
cocker spaniel. The little fellow (Klon) 
will pall as much in proportion to 
what he will eat as the others, and if it 
comes to parting with or selling the 
dogs, we will keep "Klon" for a pet 
and watch dog, as he could easily live 
on scraps and dish-water soup. The 
horses we bought in Seattle at $15 
each; they are worth about $8, but 
may struggle through. I had quite a 
time buying them. 
There were about 


two hundred crippled, worn-out plugs, 
etc., in the horse market at Seattle, 
and a lot of "cow punchers" selling 
them. Yoa would have thought Iwas 
a thoroughbred "cow puncher" to see 
me jamming around the horses to find 
out their weak points, and haggling 
about prices. 
I got four sound horses 


of good value, but got "soaked" on one 
all right. 
But it's about dinner time, 


so will finish after dinner. 


Later.—It's not only after dinner, 


but after breakfast, and as we get into 
Juneau soon, I will have to cat this 
shorter than I intended. 
The boat we 


are sailing on is a fine coal barge, but 
has accommodations for 
less 
than 


twenty passengers. 
Bat the people are 


not so slow; they told as she was an 
elegant steel passenger vessel with ac- 
commodations for 1,200 pasangers, and 
then went to work to build accommo- 
dations and stalls for horaes in the very 
roughest manner possible. Each bunk 
is about twenty-two inches deep, eigh- 
teen inches high and filled with a two- 


inch straw mattress. 
We furnish oar 


own blankets, of course. Everything is 
open, bat nobody pretends to undress, 
and we carry out money in gold and in 
a money belt of soft leather that is put 
next to the skin, so there isn't much 
danger. We were supposed to make the 
trip in four days, bat will be nearer 
six, at least. 
It will take at least two 


days to unload, and the passengers will 
pitch in and nnload^the vessel. 
What 


won't a lot of Americans do when they 
want to get there? It would be hard to 
ind a lot of bigger hearted men than 
aboard the ship;they are of all sorts and 
conditions, bat straight fellows, 
who 


lave left a good home behind and who 
are making the trip to gain ease fur 
them, if passible; not for adventure. 
And to use the Oregon expression, it 
will be a hard "proposition" for a man 
to try to do much crooked work. 


As a rale the crowd is extremely 


;ood natared, and whenever an argu- 
ment gets rather warm one or the other 
is apt to tarn it into a joke. A man will 
;ake a great deal more from another 
when he knows that a fuss means 
pistols than when it woald only mean 
a black eye. I feel just as safe as any- 
where and as much at home as though 
I had just come from 
Colorado, for 


after all, roughing it is much alike 
anywhere. 


The grub is substantial, but 
not- 


dainty. 
Breakfast: 
Oatmeal inush, 


about half a gallon each; coffee (rank 
of course);"spods" i. e., boiled potatoes 
and bread that isn't very sweet. 
Din- 


ner: Spanish stew, boiled beef, spods, 
bread and water. 
Supper: Same as 


dinner, bat tea instead of water, aid 
some uneatable cake or pie. It's not so 
bad when yoa are hnngry and we have 
got onto the fact that a small tip to the 
cook after regular meal hoars ^will git 
yon a meal flt for the gods. 


Of coarse, all are 
letting 
tbeir 


Whiskers grow. 
The greatest danger 


on the boat is firs; she is covered with 
hay from stem to stern, but a number 
of as formed a committee and got out 
papers asking men,, in no uncertain 
language, not to smoke, so that danger 
is greatly reduced; beside we are so 
near to land that we could get onto it 
in a few minutes. 


I cannot find words to describe the 


scenery, other than to say it is just like 
sailing through the Palisades of the 
Hudson fox six days, except that in- 
stead of low mountains we have some 
of the highest in the world, snow- 
capped peaks in the distance and ia the 
foreground wooded mountain? of the 
grandest description.

about.three hundred old soldiers assem- 
bled at the Lower Maikefc place and,led 
by the River Oity 'band, marched up 
Second to Ohillioothe street, and out 
Ohillicothe to Tiaoy park, where they 
formed a hollow square around the 
monument and were addressed by Oon- 
gressmaun 3?enton. Mr. Fenton had to 
leave on the 0. P. & V. afternoon train 
and could not attend the Kendall hall 
meeting. 
They then marched to the 


hail, where a large crowd had assem- 
bled. 


Capt. Skelton called the meeting to 


order and introduced J. N. Rainey as 
chairman. Mr. Rainey made a speech 
thab was fulljof enthusiasm and power, 
several times testing the strength of 
the table in front of him with vigor- 
ous blows of his fist in his efforts to 
impress upon his hearers the object of 
the meeting, jwhich waa for the pur- 
pose of starting some movement in 
favor of the enactment of new pension 
laws and the restoration to the pension 
rolls of those who had been suspended. 
The chairman emphasized the expres- 
sion that "if Secretary Smith had the 
right to suspend from the pension rolls, 
Secretary Bliss had the right to restore, 
without the formalities of application 
and evidence." 


The following vice presidents were 


appointed and asked to take seats on 
the platform,very few of them respond- 
ing: M. Stanton, A. J. Finney, G. D. 
Selby, Greeu Neary, John Hogan, Geo. 
Parker, William B. Ross, M. B Spriggs, 
Dr. O. P. Dennis and B. T. Willis. 


Oapt. A. J. Finney, in behalf.of the 


secretary, J. W. Rioker, read letters of 
regret from Mark A. Hanna, J. B. For- 
aker, Gov. Bnshnell, Ool. William 
Worthington, Sam J. Pugh and Ohas. 
H. Grosvenor. 


Chairman Rainey than made a second 


speech and read the following petitions, 
whioh was signed by nearly all present: 
"To 
the House of Representatives, 


Washington, D. O.: 
"We, the undersigned petitioners, do 


most respectfully ask your honorable 
body to so amend our pension laws so 
as to afford grnater care of the aged 
and infirm of the late war, as for illus- 
tration,^ that 
honorably discharged 


soldiers, whose ages are between sixty 
and sixty-five years, be given a pension 
of «20 per month, and all over sixty- 
five years be given a pensions of $80 
per ^month, irrespective of disability. 
Your petitioners also ask that pension- 
ers who were dropped from the pension 
roll, or whose pensions have been re- 
duced, without previous notice and 
trial as to the facts in the case by the 
order of the late secretary of the inter- 
ior, Hoke Smith, be at once restored to 
their 
former position, without the 


formality of any application whatever 
by said pensioner, and that their restor- 
ation date Irom the time they were 
dropped from the pension rolls." 


While this Dody of old soldiers had 


met for the sole purpose of considering 
pension laws, and while the weather 
was bright and clear on the outside, it 
might well be called a Rainey meet- 
ing on the inside. 
Opinions seemed to 


differ as to what was wanted, and how 
(he/ wanted it. At this point the presi- 
dent kindly gave the information that 
the above was bis petition, then very 
abruptly suggested that Mr. Hogan 
come forward with his petition. 


John Hogan, of Olay township, then 


stepped to the front, saying that he had 
a petition whioh he thought was a tet- 
ter one than the one jnst read. 
It was 


as follows: 
"To'the Honorable House of Repre- 


sentatives oE the United States of 
American and to Our Honorable Con- 
gressman, Luoien J. Penton: 
"We, the old soldiers assembled in 


the city of Portsmouth, O., on Septem- 
ber 18th, 1897, desire your honorable 
body to pass a pension bill for the bene- 
fit of the old soldiers of the late war. 
For all those who served ninety days, a 
pension of $12 per month be granted, 
and all over that time one cent per day 
for all days of service rendered to the 
government. 
We also desire that all 


men who have been dropped for the 
pension rpll by 'Hokey' Smith's ruling 
be reinsated to their former positions 
upon the pension roll, with their pay 
paid up to the time of being dropped." 


This petition was also signed by 


nearly all present. 
Oapt. 
Skelton 


wasn't satisfied with either of the 
above petitions and he favored and 
read a petition which had been endorsed 
by the national and state organizations 
of the Grand Army of the Repnlbic. 
The Captain bucked this up with a red- 
hot speech, claiming that more good 
could be accomplished on this line, be- 
cause of having this great organization 
behind it, than they could in any 
other. 


On motion of Oapt. W. H. Williams, 


of Nile townshhip, this petition was 
also endorsed, making three petitions 
endorsed by the same body. 
An old 


colored gentleman of the Sixth ward 
expressed it: 
"Gwine to catch 'em 


a-comin' and a-goin'." 


The following resolutions was also 


adopted: 


"Resolved: That we request other 


counties and etates to call similar meet- 
ings and pass similar resolutions." 


Dr. i*. J. Kline waa then introduced 


and made one of those pleasant, humor- 


ous talks for whioh he is noted. • He 
was followed by Hon. Theo. K. Funk, 
who made one of the best speeches of 
his life. 
The wonderful elocutionary 


power displayed instating the touch- 
ing incident of his young playmate en- 
tering the army when but 'a obild, to 
die upon a Southern battlefield, brought 
tears to the eyes of almost everyone in. 
the loom. 
The feelings of tho speaker 


were almost overcome while letting his 
mviid reflect back to those sad boyhood 
days. Ool. Frank Bennett, of Ken- 
tucky, was to have followed Mr. Funk, 
but Chairman Rainey thought to have 
a song and. a few minutes' intermission. 
Ool. Bennett had been in such pla'oea 
often enough to know that it would bo 
impossible to get that audience in 
proper shape to listen to him, and he 
quietly walked out, no doubt feeling 
that he had been robbed of a ohauco to 
enthuse the assembly with patriotic 
thoughts and eloquent sayings by the 
indiscretion of an inexperience chair- 
man. 
Mr. McOormick was next intro- 


duced and about one-third of the audi- 
ence were settled down enough to 
listen. 
He made a short talk, ending 


with the intimation that in the near 
future he expected to be in a position 
to do good work, aud If he could do 
anything to assist the o!d soldier in 
getting all that was justly due him, he 
would gladly do it. 
When Mr. Mo- 


Cormick concluded, Oapt. A. J. Finney 
was called out and entertained them 
with a good talk. A loud call was 
made for Carl Huber to make the clos- 
ing exhortations aud pronounce the 
benediction, but Haber had scented the 
battle afar and had fled to avoid the en- 
gagement, and the meeting adjourned.

Dear Sir—On returning horo 
after 


an absence of several days. I find your 
esteemed letter o! August -"I. asking 
certain questions. You. as well as ev- 
ery voter in Ohio, have the rijrht 
to 


political views, believing ^their rights 
to he the same as mine, .and they are 
a part of our political institutions, for 
whom our government was established 
with the idea of equality, manhood and 
Independence. We have been drifting 
toward what some are pleased to call 
r, strong government, and a centraliza- 
tion of power, which always leads to 
abuse. In this connection I believe I 
am warranted in making allusion 
to 


that modern invention, termed "gov- 
ernment by injunction." 
The action 


of some judges in restraining 
free- 


men in the enjoyment of their consti- 
tutional rights, by arbitrary 
rulings 


and injunction proceedings, is a viola- 
tion of the spirit of our free institu- 
tions, and if continued, will sooner or 
later strike down the sacred right of 
trial by jury, which is guaranteed by 
the Federal constitution, and the con- 
stitution of every state in the Union. 
Such arbitrary exercise of power, and 
the republic, cannot exist together. In 
the same connection I refer to the 
use of the military power of the state. 
All classes are equally interested 
in 


the maintenance of law and the" preser- 
vation of order, and it is the sworn 
duty of the executive to do this; but 
the military power vested in the gov- 
ernor of Ohio by the constitution of 
the state should not be exercised with- 
out the most careful investigation and 
the greatest caution.
